Mary Ruth Broussard, THE 
Managing editor, plopped into com- 
dining room her pink brick cottage 
and tninking aloud said, “It’s real 
home again. I’m excited, sometimes 
just sit and look it.

Mary Ruth was expressing the feel- 
ings the ten patient couples who 
moved into the new cottages which now 
stand the old Cottage Grove. 
After sad departure May, 1959, 
have returned triumph 
ten modern, beautifully appointed cot- 
tages. Keys were distributed August 
and some were eager that they moved 
before nightfall. 

Physically, this what has happened. 
Ten new cottages have been built 
replace the patient-owned cottages 
which were purchased the federal 
room for the new. But, goes much 
deeper than that. Those couples who 
now occupy the cottages have again re- 
turned the family life they knew 
the old Cottage Grove, for those dwell- 
ings were never homes away from home, 
but homes the fullest sense. Mary 
Ruth put it, “After being married for 
years and ‘down back’ for 
them, it’s real home again.” 

However dear the old cottages may 
have been the hearts their occu- 
pants, the new cottages leave little 
desired. Each complete with push- 
button kitchen, built-in range and oven, 
central heat and air-conditioning and 


furnishings. Each has one 
bedroom and the delight the dis- 
taff side, ample closet space. Some pa- 
tients have added automatic washing 
machines their own expense. 

The houses are given feeling 
spaciousness cathedral ceilings with 
large stained beams 
living-dining area large double doors 
open onto screened porch which runs 
the entire length the house and 
can used comfort most the 
South Louisiana’s moderate climate. 

How these changes came into being 
has been said many. times before 
THE STAR, but again briefly, hap- 
pened like this. 1956 after the then 
medical officer charge decreed that 
the cottages must without replace- 
ment, committee was formed fight 
back and the summer 1956, Sam 
Rubin, Past National Vice Commander 
the 40&8, and Congressman Otto 
Passman, both Monroe, La., visited 
the hospital.

One panel showed the steadi- 
increasing numbers bacilli, weeks 
weeks and great increase the average 
length the individual micro-organisms. 
The other panel showed the controls. Heated 
bacilli were taken the cells but did 
not increase numbers length. The 
same occurred preparations which 
minute amount isoniazid (INH) was 
added. 


The other exhibit was the collection 
skeletal material from the old cemetery 
Naestved, Denmark, obtained and arranged 
Dr. Moller Christensen, which illus- 
trated his paper entitled “Osseous changes 
medieval leprosy” which Dr. Innes 
referred.

Hundreds attempts have been made 
grow the bacillus artificial media but, unlike the germ, 
not one has succeeded, and all attempted inoculations ani- 
mals have been unsuccessful the same extent. scientist 
more than 145 recorded cases has been able infect him- 
self other human volunteers attempted inoculation 
the germ. 

The mode transmission the Hansen bacillus from one 
human being another not known, and many patients 
the best their knowledge, report they had contact with 
the disease. (Dr. Doull and his associates Cebu, Philip- 
pines, did not obtain any history contact per cent 
cases. Other investigators have had the same experience 
other countries.) 

The mode transmission one the big problems yet 
solved Hansen’s disease. This and other unknowns 
are the subject intensive research. 

The sulfone drugs, introduced Carville 1941, continue 
the most effective chemotherapeutic weapons against 
Hansen’s disease. They are “the treatment choice” the 
world over, They are slow action, but they can arrest the 
disease, and many patients have regained their health through 
sulfone medication and returned their homes and jobs. 
With modern treatment the disease need not dis- 
figurement crippling. (Early diagnosis and prompt treat- 
ment the heart the problem.)
